TERRIBLE RAILROAD ACCIDENT. 


The Catastrophe on the Nashville and 
Northwestera Raulroad. 


From the Nasbville cue and American Exira, 
uly 4. 


In the Union apa American of this morning 
we mace bnef mention of a railroad accideat 
that had occurred on the westward-bouod 
train on the Nasbville and Northwestero 
railroad, which /eft here at 8:20 on Monday 
night. At the time that paragrapb was writ- 
ten there were but few persons who even 
knew that an accident of acy kind had occur- 
red, an who were apprised of the 
romor Of a disaster had but litule idea of the 
fearful calamity which has caused a gloom 
throu, bout our entire community. 

The acciden' occurred at the bridge over 
Harpeth mver, one mile the other side of 
Newsom’s station. As the engine and bag- 
gage-car had reacved the other side of the 
river the bridge suddénly gave way, aud three 
coaches wcre precipitated into the river, 

Tbe engine and tender bad cleared the 

dge, the baggage-car was nearly on a bal- 
ance, the hind tracks hanging unsupported 
over the break, but the front and body held 
it en the track. The sm.kisg-car, which 
came next, went directly down and was a 
complete wreck. appearing as a disordered, 
broken mass. Next to this came the ladies’ 
car, which plunged, front end foremost, into 
the walks, to tbe depth of some seven feet, 
and stood nearly perpendicular. Tae sleep- 
ing car, being last, followed, end foremost, 
striking just at the edge of tle water, the 


rear end resting against the bridge abutment

morning when a dispatck was received from 
tbe wreck, announcing the extent of the acci- 
dent, Inthis dispatcn it was stated that tev 
or twelve persons had been killed, but only 
tbe crames of a few of the victims were given. 
O'ber dispatches followed in succession, and 
at 3:15 a telegram was received at the depo', 
communicating the inteliigence that the train 
with the dcad and wounded had left the wreck 
for thie city. In this last dispatch, Superia- 
tendent Thomas directed that a meesenger be 
sent to Groomes & Co., the underttkers, to 
meet the train at four o’clock, with a sufficient 
number of véhicles to provice for the dead 
aud wou :
